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ABSTBACT 

This  bibliography  focuses  on  the  developoent  and 
current  status  of  residence  halls  in  the  O.S.  The  docusent  includes  a 
significant  proportion  of  the  writings  of  the  past  75  years  on  the 
subject.  The  literature  cited  has  been  organized  into  10  subject 
ireas.  The  ten  aajor  classifications  used  are:   (1)  Bistorical 
Developaent  of  Residence  Balls;  (2)  Residence  Ball  Financing;  (3) 
Residence  Ball  Planning,  Construction,  and  Facilities;  (U) 
Organization  and  Adsinistration  of  Residence  Balls;  (5)  Prograasi'ng 
in  Residence  Balls;   (6)  Residence  Ball  Personnel;  (7)  Counseling 
Activities  in  Besidence  Balls;  (8)  Food  Service  in  Residence  Balls; 
(9)  Legal  Issues  and  Residence  Balls;  and  (10)  Biscellaneous  Areas  of 
Interest  (ioforaation  on  aarried,  graduate,  and  foreign  student 
housing,  and  fire  prevention) •  Soae  annotations  and  an  author  index 
are  included.

ae^idence  hills  have  b^en  a  pirt  of  the  riapu^  sc?n^ 
dIao;^t  troa  the  mceptlDn  of  higher  education  In  this 
country.     The  residential  concept  was  CaaiLlir  t3  tia 
tounders  of  the  first  colonial  colleges  with  the  English 
higher  educational  systea,  naaely  oxford  anl  caioriige, 
providing  the  a^lal  for  lany  of  the  early  institutions. 
Educational  leaders  by  establishing  housing  for  students 
acknowledged  its  value  in  facilitating  edu:;ational  }oaLs  ani 
objectives.     On?  of  the  earlier  developaents  rfas  the  Harvard 
House  Plan  which  brought  students  and  faculty  togettier  in  a 
living-learning  eavironient.     This  system  reflected  tha  mov3 
toward  "community at  the  collegiate  lavel. 

The  literature  relating  to  residence  halls  las 
apparently  completed  a  cycle  with  a  return  to  th?  prin::iple 
of  "community"^  a  concept  which  vas  stressed  prior  to  1920. 
Articles  from  this  period  convey  a  strong  noralistic  or 
religious  approach  to  the  role  of  residence  halls. 
Presidents  of  various  institutions  during  this  time 
recognized  in  their  writings  tha  assistance  of  resilenrre 
hails  in  educatiDiial  development.     Although  other  important 
trends  were  identified^  the  community  concept  continued  to  b 
emphasized  through  the  19J0's.     A  favorite  theme  ia  both  the 
1920's  and   1930*3  was  CDDperative  housing^  particularly  for 
women.     Deans  of  women  and  home  economics  facjlt/  members

Articles  abaat  resideace  hails  during  ths  eirly  HuO's 
reflected  concern  about  the  war  ini  its  effa::t  upoi  ttia  hoa? 
Eront.     As  the  vac  case  to  an  ead,  uriters  expressei 
apprehension  about  the  educational  neels  ot  ratucning 
veterans  and  the  increasing  costs  to  higher  education  of  th? 
instructional  processes  and  housing.     The  1950's  coiceatrated 
upon  the  probleis  of  financing  tha  expansion  of  ce3iden::9 
hall  systeas.     By  the  early  1960's  a  new  era  began  for 
housing  as  unprecedented  construction  prograos  tf^r3  initiated 
to  accoBBOdate  tha  enoraous  increase  in  nuBbers  of  students. 

Writers  in  the  Bid-*1960's  presented  a  new  avaraness  of 
student  organizations  and  residence  hall  aanagea^nt 
structures  that  clearly  shoved  a  change  of  focus  in  the 
acadeaic  coanunity.     The  issue  was  no  longar  bow  to 
accoBBodate  increasing  nuabers  of  students  but  hov  to  expand 
services  to  the  student  population.     Probleas  resulting  fron 
student  unrest  and  a  growing  awareness  of  the  legal  rights 
-    and  obligations  of  the  student  and  the  institution  appear  in 
the  literature  as  the  decade  of  the  7U's  davned.  The 
interest  in  legal  aspects  of  residence  halls  appears  to  be 
the  result  of  'a  concern  with  student  discipline,  studeit 
rights,  rights  of  housing  officers,  contracts,  and  changes  in 
legal  age  reguireaents.     &s  the  concept  of  coamunity  has 
begun  to  reappear  in  the  1970's,  auch  of  the  aev  eiphasis  has 


been  on  student  lavalopieat  ani  adicational  prograaaini* 

Although  the  current  stabilizing  of  studant  enrDlls^nls 
has  slowed  new  residenca  hall  canstruct ion,  articles  continue 
to  be  written  abDut  new  types  ot  irrhitecturaL  settings  for 
students.     The  lapact  of  residence  hall  design  oa  student 
lite  can  be  noted  during  the  last  decade  as  trilLtiDnaL 
styles  of  residaace  halls  have  been  replaced  by  high-rise, 
space-saving,  econooically  constructed  halls.     Trenis  today 
indicate  a  aoveaent  away  fron  high-risa  rasid3nca  halls  to 
various  apartaent  type  residential  settings.     This  seems  to 
be  the  result  of  a  dissatisfaction  of  students  with  current 
housing  structures  and  thair  desire  for  aore  altarnativa 
litestyles.

There  has  been  an  atteapt  to  aake  this  a  coaprehensive 

bibliography  vlthih  necessary  anl  usual  canstraiats  of  tiae 

and  the  problens  of  bibliographic  search.     Althojgh  th-^ 

compilers  have  not  obtained  all  of  the  aaterials  available,  i 

significant  -proportion  of  the  writings  of  the  past  75  years 

on  the  subject  has  been  otaained.     The  authors  vill  continue 

to  collect  material  in  anticipation  of  a  suppleaentary 

bibliography.    For  purposes  of  consistency,  thay  hive  used 

certain  common  taras  throughout.     **Residence  hall**  is  used 

rather  than  **doraitory**  although  auch  of  the  Litarature  uses 

the  vord  **dormitory**.     Certain  authors  believe  the  use  of  the 

word  **residence  hall"  denotes  the  important  and  sigaifisant 

role  residence  halls  play  within  the  educational  environment. 

Even  early  authors  such  as  Marion  Talbot  vere  concerned  that

the  use  of  the  vocd  **doraitDry'*  would  Indicata  nothing^  more 
than  a  place  in  vhich  students  only  ata  and  slept. 

The  literature  cited  has  been  organized  into  ten  najor 
subject  areas.    Soae  inconsistencies  may  exist  as  the  reader 
exaiBines  this  bibliography  for  specific  citations;  however, 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  classify  each  publication  as 
far  as  possible  according  to  its  content.    The  compilers 
believe  that  tha  ten  subject  headings  used  are  both 
functional  and  discrete.     While  the  length  of  this  li^:^ 
precludes  topical  indexing  and  cross  classification,  an 
author  index  is  included. 

The  ten  major  classifications  used  are; 

Senerally , 
literature  published  prior  to  1920  is  included  in  this 
chapter.     Host  of  the  writings  focus  on  early  campus  life, 
the  development  of  the  residential  con::dpt,  housing 
facilities,  and  programs*     The  literature  relating  to  the 
early  development  of  residence  halls  is  not  easily  found  and 
major  works  are  few  in  number.     Historical  accounts  of 
various  colleges  and  universities  provide  information  about 
specific  residential  facilities  but  do  not  relate  local 
developments  to  national  trends.     Thus  this  group  of 
publications  is  almost  totally  excluded  from  consideration* 
Some  current  literature  which  has  significant  historical 
perspective  is  listed.

Nuaerous  articles  suaaarizing  plans  and  concepts  of  residence 
hall  construction  at  aany  campuses  are  included,  rhe 
literature  reveals  the  effect  of  architects  on  residence  hall 
design  and  construction.    Some  of  the  articles  focus  on  the 
probleas  associated  vith  neeting  the  post-var  hdusing  needs 
of  veterans  and  the  earsllaent  increases  of  the  1963 's.  Host 
of  the  aaterial  in  this  chapter  has  been  vritten  by 
architects  or  free  lance  vriters*

These  should  assist  in  developing 
residence  hall  prograas  for  food  service  units,  residence 
hall  design,  kitchen  design,  and  personnel  functions  as  they 
relate  to  food  service*     The  National  Association  of  college 
and  University  Pood  Service  Directors  (NACUPS)   has  recently 
published  a  bibliography  vhicb  should  help  the  reader  find 
additional  inforaation. 

9.     k85ai..I§£yL§S-iQ4-5.S§j:dance^HallSi,    This  chapter  views  a.i 
aspect  of  residence  hall  operation  which  has  traditionally 
been  less  publicized.    Prior  to  1960  the  chief  concern  was 
the  legality  of  issuing  bonds  for  construction  and  borrowing 
aoney  froa  the  Pederal  3overnaent  to  support  expansion.  The 
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decade  of  the  60  •  s  b rough  t  a  wide  range  of  nes#  legal  problems 
to  the  desks  of  administra tors.     Legal  aspects  of  student 
discipline ,  housing  contracts,  changes  in  legal  age,  due 
process,  search  and  seizure  and  the  rights  and  obligations  of 
students  and  college  administrators  came  into  promi.i ence. 
The  citations  were  obtained  through  legal  indexes, 
encyclopedias,  and  digests.     The  majority  are  concerned  vith 
legal  problems  before  I960.     The  literature  cited  vill  enable 
the  reader  to  become  acquainted  in  a  general  vay  with  current 
legal  issues.     Individuals  must,  of  course,'  stay  abreast  of 
developments  in  the  field  by  reading  selected  law  reviews  and 
legal  periodicals. 

10.     jlisce  11a n eo us_ Ar e as __Df_ Interest^     Information  on 
married,  graduate,  and  foreign  student  housing,  fire 
prevention  and  other  safety  programs  in  residence  halls,  and 
additional  areas  of  interest  are  included  in  this  section. 

The  master's  theses  and  doctoral  dissertations  reviewed 
indicate  a  significant  number  have  been  done  in  the  area  of 
resident  assistants,   counseling  and  residence  halls,  and 
specific  experimental  programs.     As  universities  have  moved 
to  non-thesis  requiremeats  for  the  master's  degree  there  has 
been  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  research 
projects  about  residence  halls,  college  student  personnel  and 
related  subjects. 
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Any  project  on  the  scale  of  this  c  oinpilatioQ  needs  a 
comment  on  its  aathodolDgy .     The  preparation  of  this 
bibliography  began  vith  an  examination  of  earlier 
bibliographies  vhich  vere  specifically  about  residence  halls 
and  those  which  had  an  indirect  relationship.     This  process 
provided  a  large  nuiaber  of  citations  but  also  iniicated  the 
gaps  in  previous  bibliographic  coverage.     To  fill  the  earlier 
gaps  and  acquire  additional  material  the  authors  made  an 
extensive  search  of  educational  and  educationally  related 
indexes  and  abstracts.     A  further  search  was  conducted 
through  relevant  journals  that  are  not  indexed. 

An  initial  sorting  arranged  citations  by  type  of 
publication.     Groupings  chosen  were:     books^  periodicals^ 
newspaper  articles^  ERIC  documents^  theses^  proceedings  and 
government  documents.     Only  those  documents  which  had  been 
personally  examined  vere  included  in  the  bibliography. 
Publications  of  four  or  more  pages  were  annotate;!  unless  the 
title  was  sufficiently  self-explanatory.  Materials 
unavailable  locally  were  obtained  through  interlibrary  Loan. 
As  work  proceeded  a  grouping  of  unpublished  or  unverified 
materials  was  added  for  two  reasons.     First,  there  has  been 
and  still  is  writing  that  is  ephemeral  in  nature.  These 
documents  may  be  available  for  a  short  time  aad  then  vanish 
or  they  may  never  be  widely  available.     The  compilers  were 
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not  able  to  review  most  docuiaents  of  this  typa  but  believed 
they  should  be  cited.     Second,  there  were  a  number  of 
publications  whose  existence  could  be  verified  but  were 
unavailable  for  examination.     These,   too,  were  included.  The 
division  by  type  of  publication  was  continued  as  documents 
were  assigned  to  a  chapter. 

The  authors  are  grateful  to  the  Association  of  College 
and  University  Housing  Officers  (ACUHO)    who  facilitated  the 
preparation  of  this  volume  by  granting  access  to  its 
information  library  and  the  provision  of  some  fuads  for 
preparation  of  the  available  information. 

The  authors  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  Dr.   J.  C. 
Schilletter,  who  was  Director  of  Residence  at  Iowa  State 
University  from  1946-1966  and  a  past  president  of  the 
Association  of  College  and  University  Housing  Officers,  for

Future  directions  seem  to  indicate  that  the  literature 
will  continue  to  emphasize  the  concept  of  community, 
e ducat  ion a  1  programming  and  development,  improvement  of  the 
residential  physical  facilities ,  legal  rights  of  students, 
and  alternative  ways  and  methods  of  counseling  students.  The 
compilers  have  attempted  to  make  this  bibliography  as  current 
as  possible,  consequently  information  was  being  compiled 
within  a  week  of  the-  date  the  bibliography  was  sent  to  the
